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GOP candidates campaign in N.H. 


Presidential race 
tainted by bitter 
ads, contention

MANCHESTER, N.H. i 
Republican presidential combatants 
argued taxes, trade and negative ads 
Monday in a final burst of contentious 
campaigning before New 
Hampshire’s leadoff primary. A 
weakened Bob Dole was the principal 
target. 

On the eve of the voting, polls 
showed Dole, the Senate majority 
leader, fighting commentator Pat 
Buchanan for first, with former 
Tennessee Gov. Lamar Alexander in 
close pursuit. 

“The election in November is about 
the future, the primary tomorrow is 
about who can beat Bill Clinton,” 
Alexander asserted, suggesting Dole 
was not that man. 

Buchanan was bidding to stay atop a 
wave of support from social conserva- 
tives and blue-collar Republicans that 
he rode to victory in Louisiana and a 
surprising second-place finish in 
Iowa. 

He predicted a strong New 
Hampshire finish “because we’ve got 
a message.” 

Still haunted by his crucial loss here 
in 1988 to George Bush, Dole stopped 
short of predicting a decisive victory. 
But he said he expected “a very 
friendly verdict.” 

The Kansas senator picked up the 


endorsement of a third GOP presiden- 
tial dropout, Pennsylvania Sen. Arlen 
Specter. “If you take the totality of his 
positions, I think he has the best pro- 
gram for America,” Specter said in a 
telephone interview with The 
Associated Press 

Dole earlier won the backing of for- 
mer California Gov. Pete Wilson and 
Texas Sen. Phil Gramm, both onetime 
rivals for the GOP nomination. 

In the final full day of campaigning, 
the candidates darted back and forth 
across the state and dominated the air- 
waves with live interviews and cam- 
paign commercials.

BYU President Merrill Bateman said the board 
had made no decision about the study since learning 
the results late last year.

Other sources, speaking on condition of anonymi- 
ty, confirmed Harker’s account. They also pointed 
to the irony of board members being unwilling to 
publicize solid research that confirms their own 
fondest hope — that a BYU education enhances 
religious commitment. 

“They would have trumpeted that 30 years ago. 
BYU was a rite of passage then that everyone had 
access to. That’s no longer the case,” said a profes- 
sor familiar with the study. 

It is no secret that leaders of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints are sensitive to criticism 
about the consequences of the enrollment cap they 
slapped on BYU in 1972-73. More than $200 mil- 
lion a year in tithing contributions from the general 
church membership subsidize the school. 

The internal study frames the issue this way: “As 
a substantial number of worthy and qualified LDS 


youth continue to be denied admission, parents, 
bishops and stake presidents question the long- 
range impacts of attending a nonchurch college or 
university on their adult lives.” 

Admission requirements have naturally stiffened 
as the church has grown and more members have 
sought to enroll at BYU. For example, last fall’s 


incoming freshmen had an average ACT score of 


27.2 and a high school grade point average of 3.72, 
compared to 26.6 and 3.52 just five years ago. 


Some 1,349 freshman applicants for Fall Semester 


1995 were turned away compared to the 5,487 
freshmen and transfers who were admitted. 
Thousands more don’t apply because they know 
they don’t measure up. 

The study was prepared by five BYU professors 
led by sociologist Bruce A. Chadwick. It-was based 
on 1,710 responses to a survey of Latter-day Saints 
of similar backgrounds who applied to BYU 
between 1971 and 1988 and who barely qualified 
for admission, or just barely failed to qualify.

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Convicted man says Satan assaulted jailer 


LOGAN — A 33-year-old Cache County man who claims to be “the hidden 
brother of Jesus” sent to bring peace on Earth and slay Satan, has been convict- 
ed of assault for the second time in less than six months. 

Scott Anderson was found guilty and mentally ill by a Ist District Court jury 
last week. He had assaulted a Cache County jailer, Sgt. Craig Nelson, who 
booked him into jail last August. 

Anderson was found at a campground in Blacksmith Fork Canyon, naked and 
intoxicated. After he was sent to jail, he bit Nelson, dislocating his thumb, and 
also kicked and scratched him, Nelson testified. The jailer required stitches and 
surgery. 

Anderson’s defense to the third-degree felony assault charge was that he was 
possessed during the incident. 

“T don't deny my body did it,” he told jurors Thursday. “I’m not guilty. 
Satan’s guilty and I can prove it. Satan was in me and hurt this man.” 


Italy’s tether satellite ready to revisit space 


,, CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Suppose, just suppose, Columbia’s astronauts 
are reeling in a half-ton satellite at the end of a 12.8-mile cord when the motor 
inexplicably revs, yanking the satellite toward the space shuttle like an incom- 
ing cannonball. 

The seven astronauts assigned to NASA’s upcoming mission with the tethered 
satellite have trained for such a dire possibility and others during two years of 
preparation on the ground in simulators. 

It will be the second trip into space for Italy’s tethered satellite, which got no 
farther than-840 feet out the last time and almost had to be ditched. 

The countdown for Thursday’s liftoff was to begin Monday afternoon. 

“People know this was the flight that got screwed up the first time, so the 
whole world is going to be looking,” said astronaut Jeffrey Hoffman. 

The tether jammed because of a protruding bolt that NASA had added to the 
reel at the last minute. That bolt has been removed, and more than 20 safety 
reviews have been conducted on the improved $443-million tethered-satellite 
system. 


Economists say Greenspan will be reappointed 


WASHINGTON — Alan Greenspan won’t be on any ballots this election 
year, but he could certainly teach the current crop of candidates a thing or two 
about timing. 

His campaign to be renominated for a third term as chairman of the Federal 
Reserve is peaking at just the right moment. 

The economy appears successfully headed into the sixth year of an economic 
expansion, third longest on record. His relations with the Democratic White 
House are first-rate, and even more importantly, he is held in respect bordering 
on awe by the Republicans who control Congress. 

While. President Clinton has not publicly said he will reappoint Greenspan, 
administration officials, speaking on condition of anonymity, said the 
announcement is imminent. 

“Regardless of whether you consider Greenspan’s renomination on the merits 
or the politics, it simply has got to happen,” said Allen Sinai, chief global econ- 
omist at Lehman Brothers.

Peter Robinson, deputy leader of the 
Democratic Unionist Party, the third- 
largest and exclusively Protestant 
party in Northern Ireland, urged the 
government to simply lock up sus- 
pected IRA !eaders.

But of course 
that’s going to fail”’ Mayhew said. 
John Hume, leader of the Social 
Democratic and Labor Party, which 
gets most Roman Catholic votes in 
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members of the church. However, 
when young adults who attended 
BYU for at least one semester are 
compared to individuals who attended 
another college or university, signifi- 
cant differences in religious behavior 
and beliefs are evident,’ according to 
the authors. 

For example, 86 percent of those 
who attended BYU exclusively were 
married in a temple, compared to 70 
percent of those at other schools; 77 
percent of BYU alumni pay a full 
tithing compared’ to 62 percent from 
other schools. 

“Substantial differences emerged for 
almost every religious activity,” the 
authors noted. “The evidence is over- 
whelming that attending BYU, even 


for only one semester, produces 
young adults who are highly active in 
the church.” 

And the differences are even greater 
when comparing BYU graduates to 
those who graduated from other 
schools, in both religious practices 
and beliefs. 

For a church that traditionally has 
emphasized large families, a surpris- 
ing number — nearly 20 percent — of 
the married respondents in both 
groups remained childless, and two 
children was the norm. 

“Admittedly, these young adults 
haven’t finished their families,” the 
authors wrote, “but it doesn’t look 
like there are going to be many large 
families with five or more children.” 
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Potchefstroom, 60 miles southwest of 
Johannesburg, with appeals to 
embrace change while criticizing any- 
one who resists.

“South Africa is your only hope,” he 
said. “We must come together. We 
must hold hands and build our coun- 
try.” 

Blacks had to avoid treating whites 
as a vanquished foe, because that 
might drive many towards the extrem- 
ist right-wing, he said, while whites 
had to look beyond their own commu- 
nities. 

“Those who have been the benefi- 
ciaries of apartheid. are now able to 
ask themselves, “What can I do to put 
right the wrongs done to the majority 
of my fellow South Africans?,’” he 
said.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. — The 
severely brain-damaged policeman 
who astonished doctors and family by 
talking for the first time in 7 1/2 years 
may speak again, although the proba- 
bility is a mystery. 

“T have honest hopes that he may 
speak again,” neurologist Bruce 
Kaplan said Monday. “I do not have 
honest hopes he will get beyond 
severe neurological disability.” 

Gary Dockery, 42, was shot in the 
head in 1988 by a drunken man while 
on duty. Since then, he has occasion- 
ally communicated by blinking his 
eyes or nodding his head, primarily to 
his family. 

He cannot chew, swallow or speak.

The Chinese emperors believed they 
needed to prepare because the spirit 
was a two-part being, one part leaving 
the body and another part remaining 
in the grave, she said. 

Children were expected to continue 
to show respect for their parents after 
they had died, Marshall said. 

“Tf the children were respectful,” she 
said, “the spirit that stayed by the 
body would let the spirit in heaven 
know.” 

_ Blessings were granted for being 


respectful and taken if children didn?t 
visit the grave. 

Marshall recommended books, 
including “Spring Moon” by Bette 
Bao Lord, and “Ba Ba: A Return to 
China Upon My Father’s Shoulders” 
by Belle Yang, to help understand the 
exhibit more fully. She also suggested 
stopping and reading the time line 
before going through the exhibit. 

She said the museum is getting 
busier as more people try to visit the 
exhibit in the coming weeks.

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Calorie intake not best indicator of fat level 


Carbohydrates easier 
to break down than fat

Research shows that calorie intake is 
not the best predictor of body fat per- 
centage. 

“Three of our studies show that the 
composition of one’s diet is a better 
predictor of how fat a person is than 
the amount of calories they consume,” 
said Larry Tucker, professor from the 
Department of Physical Education. 
| Tucker and some of his associates 
did a study on adult women which 
was published in the American 
Journal of Clinical Nutrition two 
years ago. Recently, he did follow-up 
studies on adult men and on children. 
All three came to the same conclusion 
that carbohydrates are easier for the 
body to break down than fat is. 
mAs a result, people who eat high lev- 
els of carbohydrates, particularly 
foods that are high in fiber, tend to be 
leaner. Conversely, people who con- 
sume high levels of fat tend to be fat- 
ter, Tucker said. 

Fat and carbohydrates intakes are 


inversely related. This means that the 
more fat people eat the less carbohy- 
drates they tend to consume, Tucker 
said. 

“Fats contribute more than twice the 
energy per gram than carbohydrates 
do,” Tucker said. 

The body is able to process and 
store fats more efficiently than carbo- 
hydrates. It takes 
three percent of 
the energy from 
the dietary fats 
consumed to store 
the fats. On the 
other hand, it 
takes 27 percent 
of the energy of 
carbohydrates to 
convert it to fat 
and store it. Thus, 
it is much better 
for the body to 
get the energy it needs from carbohy- 
drates, Tucker said. 

Research shows that we store very 
little carbohydrates as fat in our bod- 
ies. 

“We can over-consume carbohy- 
drates and very little is stored as fat,” 
Tucker said. 

His research suggests that people

Reading load for disabled students 
lightened by voices of volunteers

“Almost all students are over- 
whelmed by the enormous reading 
load required in college classes. For 
students with visual or other impair- 
ments, it can be especially difficult 
and many need assistance to keep up 
with assigned readings outside of the 
Classroom. 

The Volunteer Reading Program, run 
by Services for Students with 
Disabilities, records textbooks and 
other required readings on tape for 
these students. 

Students who are visually impaired 
can have double vision, retina cloud- 
ing, cataracts or they can be blind. 

The program also assists other stu- 
dents who have chronic fatigue syn- 
drome or who have a learning disabil- 
ity, such as dyslexia. 

“The program is not open to any- 
One,” said Sherrie Ford, advisor for 
the visually impaired. “You have to 
have a legitimate, documented dis- 
ability.” 

Ford said students who need assis- 
tance turn in required readings for 
classes they intend to take a semester 
in advance. Then student volunteers 
record themselves reading the books 
onto tape. 

The tapes can be checked out for up 
to a semester in the Learning 
Resource Center in the Harold B. Lee 
Library, said Carl Wilkins, VRP 
Supervisor. 

The books are recorded on four- 
sided tapes that must be played on 
Special players, said Mary Wilde, a 
VRP supervisor. 

“Before we record books, we look 
to other places where tapes are avail- 
able like the state library,’ Wilde said. 
“We don’t want to duplicate work that 
has already been done.” 

In November 1995, the VRP won a 
second-place Golden Key award from

Corey Butcher, a junior from Provo, 
majoring in English, has used the 
VRP for two years. 

“It’s been more helpful in some 
classes than others,” he said. “It’s 
more helpful for English classes than 
biology. Sometimes the professor 
doesn’t make us read enough to war- 
rant having the whole book read onto 
tape.” 

The books are read by four paid 
readers and 40-50 volunteers. Most 
volunteers spend an average of one 
hour reading every couple of weeks, 
Wilkins said. 

“The readers go through a rigorous 
training program,” Ford said. “We’re 
working toward a professional prod- 
uct.” 

“The reading can go pretty fast,” 
Wilkins said. “A 200-page English 
book could be done in two to three 
days.” 

The VRP program is always looking 
for more volunteers, Ford said. 

“We are especially looking for read- 
ers with technical backgrounds like 
physics, biology and calculus,’ Wilde 
said. “Our goal is to have every hour 
scheduled.”

Experiments with animals on high 
fat diets showed that they gained

Obese people also tend to have a 
lower quality of life because they tend 
not to be as physically active as lean 
people are. They have more mental

and emotional problems caused by the 
negative stigma attached to obesity, 
Tucker said. 

Obese people are more prone to 
have cancer, the second most common 
cause of death in the United States. 
Life expectancy is also reduced for 
extremely overweight people, he said. 

Foods that contain high amounts of 
fat are meat and other animal prod- 
ucts. People should eat them sparing- 
ly. 

Grains such as wheat, oats, corn, 
rice, along with fruits and vegetables 
should be eaten more often because 
they are high in complex carbohy- 
drates, Tucker said. 

“This is a fairly simple concept 
given to us in the Word of Wisdom,” 
he said. “After many studies the same 


conclusion is reached which is that . 


people should eat animal products 
sparingly, and eat lots of grains, fruits 
and vegetables.” 

Tucker’s two recent studies are in 
the press and will be published in the 
next couple of months. His study on 
adult males will be published in the 
American Dietetic Association, and 
his study on children will be pub- 
lished in the American Journal of 
Health Promotion.
